3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Shibata reference discloses a fuel cell comprising an electrolyte membrane 
having a dense hydrogen permeable layer and an inorganic electrolyte layer formed on 
one side of the dense hydrogen permeable layer. However, Shibata et al does not 
expressly teach a hydrogen permeable material that includes at least two hydrogen 
separation membrane layers made of different kinds of metal, and a metal diffusion 
suppression layer provided on at least a part of a contact interface between the 
separation membrane layers of the different kinds of metal; a reaction suppression 
layer, provided on at least a part of an interface between the substrate and the 
electrolyte layer; an electrolyte layer that is a composite oxide containing an A-site 
material having an alkali metal element as a principal component and a B-site material 
having another element as a principal component such that the molar ratio of the A-site 
material to the B-site material is smaller than the constant molar ratio.
